How to Make Farming Pay. 

'Does farming pay?' I em- 
phatically say it does. I was 
born and reared in a city, 
learned a useful t.i ade, and al- 
ways commanded the highest 
wages; can now leave the farm 
and get steady employment 
at three dollars a day but that 
does not pay near bo well as 
the farm. 

To make farming pay, it re- 
quires as close attention in ev- 
ery detail of the business as is 
necessary in any branch of 


merchandise, and it must be 
strictly born in minde that all 
food supplies for the family 
and stock, as far as possible, 
must be raised at home, and, 
too, it must be considered that 
it !n not what is consumed at 
home, bat tbe surplus that is 
sold, and don't be ashamed to 
sell anything from an egg up, 
and don't think the amount 
too small to take care of, and 
you will Boon see that farming 
pays, and have a snug amount 
of cash in hand. 


Unconscious Influence. 

A sad accident happened 
recently in Maryland, causing 
intense grief to t h* man who 
was the agent in it, when he 
afterward discovered what 
had resulted. The captain of 
a steam tug, while towing 
some barges up the James 
river discharged his rifle at 
some wild geese. Hidden by 
the trees on the banks, was a 
bouse, at the window of which 
sat a child. The bullet from 
the rifle thus fired, struck her, 
killing her instantly. When 
the captain was arrested on 
the charge of killing the child, 
he was deaply grieved, and 
wept bitterly, saying he had 
no idea of doing any such 
mischief. 

There is a similar danger in 
spiritual things.

Hard and Soft Water fn Cook- 
tag. 

All cooks do not understand 
the different effects produced 
by hard and soft water in 
cooking meat and vegetables. 
Peas and beans cooked in hard 
water, containing lime or gyp- 
sum, will not boil tender, be- 
cause these substances harden 
vegetable caseine. Many 
vegitables, as onions, boil 
nearly tasteless in soft water, 
because all the flavor is boiled 
out. The addition of salt of- 
ten checks this, as in case of 
onions, causing the vegetables 
to retain the peculiar flavoring 
principles, besides such nutri- 
tions matter as might be lost 
in soft water. For extracting 
the juice of meat to make a 
broth or soup, soft water, ttn- 
aalted and cold at first, is the 
best, for it much more readily 
penetrates tne tissue; but for 
boiling where the juice should 
bo retained, hard water or soft 
water salted if preferable, and 
the meat should be put in 
while the water is boiling, so 
as to seal up the pores at once.
